ASH i Ni.TOS, Oct. 3ti.—The state depart- 
merit is In possession of tin* full text of 
the dispatches sent by J oseph Uhmnhcf* 
lain, secretary of state for the eolonlos in 
the British cabinet, to Sir Charles Ijees, 
governor general of British Guiana, con­ 
cerning the strengthening of the frontier, 
the increase of police and the purchase of 
Maxim guns in the British Guiana terri 
tory. 
The department has been furnished 
also with the detailed act ion of the high 
council of British Guiana upon the recom- 
m endathm s 
of M inister 
Chamberlain. 
These* proceedings give the full resolution 
offered by the governor general for tin* 
purchase of a Maxim gun and am mu nit Ion, 
uniforms, arm s and accoutrem ents. They 
also make the surprising disclosure that 
the high council oi British Guiana, after 
Its members had severely arraigned Min­ 
ister Chamberlain for his precipitate action 
in recom m ending Maxim guns, defeated 
the r (-solution for their purchase hy a vote 
of 10 to 8, thus rejecting the policy laid 
down by the British cabinet. 
I.etter* Ik.fiire tin* High Connell. 
Tho state department was put 
session of this information in an official 
com m unication from a high m em lierof 
the diplom atic corps, who regarded the 
subject as of such im portance that Secre­ 
tary Olney should be in possession of the 
facts. 
\V hen the high council opened its 
session tw o letters from the British for­ 
eign office, signed by M inister Chamber­
